Three Turbulent Herren Will There- 
fore Be Arrested for Public 
Fighting. 



Haud-to-IIaud Couilict With Arm- 
chairs and Penknives as 
Weapons. 



Vienna, Nov. 24. — The members of the 
lower house of the reiehsrath to-day ex- 
celled thernBelvea in producing the most 
disgraceful scene yet witnessed in that 
branch of parliament. The turbulence 
resulted from amotion that only one of 
a number of similar petitions against the 
ordinance making the Czech language 
equal with the German in Bohemia 
should be read and printed. This order 
of the government has been the baeis of 
the many uproarious scenes which have 
occurred during the past low 
weekB, although the question of 
renewing the compact between Aus- 
tria and Hungary, provisionally at 
least, has been mixed up in all the bitter 
fooling manifested by tho German and 
anti-German elements. The members 
of the left party to-day protested against 
the motion referred to, stigmatizing it as 
oppressive and illegal. Finally, the 
members of the lower house became so 
disorderly that the president was once 
more compelled to suspend the sitting 
and soon afterwards left the house. 

The departure of President Abra- 
hamovich was the Bignal for a scene of 
tho wildest disorder. Dr. Wolff, the 
German Nationalist leader, clambered 
up on to the president's tribune, seized 
a heavy bell and swung it to and fro. 
The bell, however, whb almost im- 
mediately wrenched from Dr. Wolff's 
hands by Deputy Petock. Challenges to 
ttght duels and showers of insults were 
exchanged on all sides until the interior 
of the house in every way resembled an 
inferno. A number of Young Czechs 
and T'oles made a rush for the presi- 
dent's tribune and attempted to tear Dr. 
Wolff down from the position which he 
occupied, but they in turn were attacked 
by a number of Leftists and a disgrace- 
ful scrimmage resulted. 

But this was only the beginning of the 
fighting. During the preliminary Bcuf- 
fling some of the Young Czechs struck 
Dr. Wolff and this caused such an up- 
roar that a regular pitched battle with 
fisticuffs followed, lasting for about a 
quarter of an hour. Herr Schoenerer, 
the leader of a section of the German 
opposition, banished over his head one 
of the minister's arm chairB and was 
evidently about to hurl it at the head of 
his immediate opponents when he was 
disarmed by llerr IligenhoQ'or. By this 
time the disorder was of such a nature 
that even tho public in the galleries 
cried shame upon the fighting, swearing 
and insult-exchanging deputies. 

At last a Polish member, Herr Placz, 
rushed upon another member, Herr 
Peroche, and waa nearly strangling him, 
when Peroche drew a penknife from his 
pocket and opened it. He was dis- 
armed by a colleague before any further 
harm was done. Herr Peroche fainted. 
At this moment President A brahamovitch 
returned to tbe house, and alter repeated 
efforts to quell the disorder closed tho 
sitting. In eo doing the President said: 

" In view of the acts of violence which 
have occurred in the house to-day, I

LONDON'S FIRE BRIGADE. 

Unfavorable Comparison With New York 
and Montreal Resented. 

London, Nov. 24. -Tho inhabitants of 
London as a result of the outcry which 
followed the great fire on Friday last are 
much agitated in regard to the alleged 
inefficiency of tho fire brigade, and the 
newspapers are filled with letters com 
paring London'B system unfavorably 
with those in ubo in America and other 
countries. At a meeting of the London 
county council yesterday evening the 
chairman of the fire brigade committee 
defended the organization of the London 
fire department, claiming that it is ahead 
of that of New York, Montreal 
and other cities, and adding that 
every appliance used by the Now 
York fire department . is employed 
by the London lire brigade. He be- 
lieved that the London fire brigade had 
better engines and other appl .ances than 
were in use elsewhere. Iu 6pite of this, 
most damaging testimony has been fur 
niBhed by a member of tho firm of 
Herring & Co., who has written a letter 
to the Times saying that the engines 
employed in extinguishing the flames at 
the great conflagration on Friday laBt 
wore short of coal und water. Sir Eyro 
MasBey Shaw, K.C.B., who was chief of 
the metropolitan fire brigade from 1SG1 
to 1891, is quoted as saying that he has 
studied the fire departments of New 
York, Chicago, Berlin, Vienna and Paris 
and "Loudon is ahead of them all."

NEWS OF THE CAPITAL. 

Customs Officer Heading for Glenora— En- 
couraging Trade With New Zealand- 
Hudson Bay Navigation. 

(From Our Own Correspondent.) 

Ottawa, Nov. 24.— The customs de- 
partment is being deluged with applica- 
tions for information about the Stickeen 
route to the Yukon. An officer of the 
department will be dispatched to Glenora 
in about six weeks. 

The Liberals are reproaching them- 
selves that the Centre Toronto election is 
not to take place before Tuesday, and 
angry with the local party managers that 
the polling is not on Friday of this week 
iu order that Clarke Wallace, who is 
hastening home from British Columbia, 
may not make his influence felt. 

Mr. Larke, Canadian Commissioner to 
Australia, goes to New Zealand next 
month. He says the calling of Canadian 
steamers at Wellington will greatly help 
trade with New Zealand. The govern- 
ment has promised to remove the tax on 
commercial travellers. 

The wheat crop of Australia will be 
sufficient for home consumption. 

Dr. Wakeham, who commanded the 
government expedition to Hudson's 
Bay, returned to Ottawa to-day. He 
has nothing to add to the statements al- 
ready published of the work of the Di- 
ana. HiB conclusions regarding the 
navigation of the Straits will not be 
made public until hia report iB presented 
to the government. 

Mr. Mills, minister of justice, is being 
janquetted by the Liberals of East Kent 
in Ridgetown to-night. 

The Irish Catholic Conservatives have 
formed a political organization. It is 
likely that it will bo known ub the Cos- 
tigau club. 

It has transpired that the lists and 
rosters of the regiments and companies 
of militia which did service during the 
Fenian raids of 180(5 and 1870 were de- 
stroyed by the militia department In- 
order of General Herbert when he was 
in command. Hence considerate trouble 
will devolve on the department now in 
ascertaining who are entitled to medals 
for the service. 



New York, Nov. 2-1.— A meeting of tho 
Pacific Cable Company, of New York, 
was held at the offices of the Central and 
Southern American Telegraph Company 
to-day, Mr. James A. Scrymser was 
elected president and Edmund L. Baylea 
vice-preBident and acting treasurer. The 
company announces that its propoeed 
cable will connect San Francisco with 
the Hawaiian Islands near Honolulu, 
and that extensions from the Hawaiian 
Islands will be made to Japan and Aus- 
tralia. Arrangements are being made 
for the establishment of the California 
and Hawaii section within eighteen 
months. 



TO HELP DORR ANT. 

The Emmanuel Church Murders Now Blamed 
Upon a Man Long Since Suicided. 

Houston, Tex., Nov. 24— An alleged 
letter from Joseph E. Blanther, who 
suicided in the jail of this county, con- 
tains the self accusation that Blanther 
committed the murders for which Dar- 
rant iB under sentence at San Francisco. 

San Francisco, Nov. 24— No credence 
ia placed by the authorities here in the 
alleged confession of Blanther or Forbes, 
that he murdered Blanche Lamont and 
Minnie Williams, in addition to Mrs. 
Lnngfeldt. The time of the killing of Mrs. 
Lungfeldt, about 18 months ago, the 
suggestion was advanced thatBlanthd 
murdered all three, as there were cer- 
tain pointB of similarity in the murders. 
Durrant had then been in jail for a 
year, and tbe police Ecouted the idea. 
The alleged confession of Blanther will 
probably prove a wonderful weapon 
of defence in the hands of Durrant'a 
attorneys, who are utilizing every 
available pretext for delaying the 
execution. 



WORK AT GIBRALTAR. 

United States Consul Snys the British Have 
Three Thousand Men Engaged There. 

Washington, Nov. 24. — In a recent 
report to tho state department Consul 
Sprague at Gibraltar incidentally refers 
to work in progress at that place which 
is not generally known. He says that 
" 11,000 men daily enter the fortress and 
labor ou the extensive improvements 
now going on in the building of drydocks 
and other government works."

— Onthemorn- 
intz of the 11th of February laEt it waa 
discovered that two Frenchmen named 
Pierre Dabin and Fred. Courier had 
been burned to death at their piggery at 
the outskirts of the town. Coroner Beck 
held an inquest, and after a thorough 
examination tho guilty party if any 
could not bo discovered. It ia now al- 
iened that the two Frenchmen were firBt 
poisoned and thou carted out to the pig- 
gery, which was then set on fire. The 
supposed guilty parties are one Oliver 
Prevoet and his aliened wife Roaannah, 
who are in jail in Pembroke and are to 
brought here for trial at the January 
assizes.

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THE CHANNEL ISLANDS. 

Excitement Over a Report That They 
Might Be Ceded to France. 

London, Nov. 21.— The Daily Graphic 
to-day publishes a letter from a resident 
of the island of Guernsey recording; a re- 
port spreading in the Channel Islanda to 
the effect that Great Britain contem- 
plates conceding the islanda to France. 

The writer says that public opinion in 
the Channel Islands is much excited at 
the threat of the government to abandon 
the islanders to their fate it they do not 
bring the local militia up to 
war otlico requirements. Aa these 
compulHorily enlisted forces have 
alwayB hitherto cheerfully done what 
was exacted of them, the islanders can- 
not fathom this Budden movement on 
the part of the government which has 
come as a bolt from the blue, except on 
the supposition that the islands are to 
be handed over to France as the result 
of a deal giving England a free hand in 
Egypt or in the Niger territories. 
The writer indignantly declares 
that not one in a hundred 
of the population wishes to 
change his nationality. The Graphic 
declareB that it is impossible that there 
is any real foundation for the fears ex- 
pressed by the writer of the letter, and 
expresses the hope that the government 
will promptly reasBure the islandeia. It 
has since been officially stated that 
there was no truth in the report men- 
tioned. 



GIRAFFE'S NECK BROKEN. 

Incident of The Trans-Atlantic Trip of A 
Circus Outfit. 

London. Nov. 2-1— The Atlantic Trans- 
port Company's Bteamahip Massachu- 
setts which left New York on November 
12, for London carrying the greater 
part of Barnum and Bailey's menagerie 
and show, arrived off GraveBend at the 
mouth of the ThameB today. Except 
on the first three days she had a 
smooth passage. A despatch from 
Gravesend says that the giraffe died of 
a broken neck on the night of the I4th. 
Four horses also succumbed. 



VANCOUVER AFFAIRS. 

Public Subscriptions for Advertising— Music 
Hall License Question— A Klondyke 
Prospect. 

Vajscouvek. Nov. 21. — (Special)— The 
amount to be collected from the mer- 
chants of Vancouver during the next 
six months, for the purpose of advertis- 
ing the city, is to be $5,000. Apart from 
this the corporation has voted $2,000 to 
be set apart for the publication and dis- 
tribution of 50,000 pamphletB containing 
Mr. Ogilvio's lecture and a write-up of 
the city. Vancouver will be advertised 
in the leading papers in Great Britain 
and the United States. 

Meagre particulars are to hand of an 
American surveying party of 15 which 
are to start from here in a few dayG to 
survey a railway route through Skagway 
pass. 

The city solicitor has ndvieed the 
council thiit there iB no legal machinery 
for taking a plebiscite on the music hall 
question, but this advice is based on 
technical grounds, and is is thought 
meauB may be found to place the mat- 
ter before the public by ballot. At pre- 
sent several of the aldermen are timid 
about voting on the subject, fearing that 
the strong anti-music hall feeling among 
temperance and church societies may 
lose them their seats. 

The C.P.R. iB building a special lock 
wharf for the accommodation of the 
freight car ferry to be run between 
Union and Nanaimo to carry coke carB 
to this port for the up country Bmelters. 
The ferry steamer will bo launched from 
here in about thirty days. 

It is reported that Alex. McLeod, of 
this city, lias contracted to discover to 
the Domville company a rich discovery 
of gold made not far from DawBon City, 
from which he and two others took out a 
large amount in two daya' work.

GUSH FROM GRENIER. 

Mr. Tarte's One-Time Friend Publicly Re- 
joices Over Restoration to 
Society. 

Montreal, Nov. 21. — (Special) — W. 
A. Grenier, who served part of hia sen- 
tence for libelling Mr. Tarte, has ad- 
dressed the following communication to 
the Governor-General: "The under- 
signed, as a faithful and loyal subject of 
Her Majesty, hastens to express deep 
gratitude to his Excellency the Gov- 
ernor-General of Canada for his gener- 
ous and prompt act of clemency. The 
pardoned appreciates fully to their value 
the motives which have led the execu- 
tive to intervene, which intervention 
has given him back to his family, to so- 
ciety and to liberty, so dear to those 
especially who have accidentally lost it. 
What acda all the more joy to the pre- 
sent moment is the conviction that he 
owes his liberation to absolute non- 
political motives, and in this fast he 
realizea how ; mportant it is that the 
royal prerogative of pardon should be in 
the hands of a personage such as your 
Excellency. The family of the pardoned 
and his friends join him in this expres 
eion of gratitude." 

SILVER STILL THE ISSUE. 

Congressional Campaign of Next Year to Be 
Fought Upon It. 

Lewistok, Maine, Nov. 24.— The Lewis 
ton Evening Journal, the organ of Repm 
sentative Nelson Dingley, says editori-

ATLANTIC WRECKS. 

Details of Damage Oil' Newfoundland by 
Sunday's Storm. 

St. John's, Nfld., Nov. 24. — Reports 
from along the coast bring detailB of the 
serious damage done by Sunday's hurri- 
cane. The schooner Violet is a total 
wreck off Fermeuse, fifty miles south of 
St. John's. Her cruw was rescued with 
great difficulty and her cargo of fish oil 
is entirely lost-. The schooner Queen, 
hailing fiom Lunenberg, N. S., was 
wrecked oil' Brigua. She was driven 
ashoro and pounded to pieces. At I -.Its 
Valon the schooners Starlight and Mer- 
maid went ashore. Both wero laden 
with provisions, which were destroyed 
by water. 



A TESTY GENERAL. 

How He Humbled the Ofllcerc of the Halifax 
Rifles Before Their Command. 

Major-General Gaacoigne appears to 
have been rather severe with the 03rd 
Rifles at Halifax. When he inspected 
them on the evening of November 10 he 
said that most of the officers wero not up 
in their drill, and waB surprised to find 
such the case, in view of Halifax being a 
garrison town. One of the officers did 
not know how to hold his sword, and (he 
Major-General grabbed it and put it in 
proper position.

OPERATIONS ON 'CHANGE. 

Many Notable Variations in the Course of 
Leading Stocks. 

New York, Nov. 24.— To-day's stock 
market transactions were confined for the 
most part to tho closing up of contracts in 
anticipation of to-morrow's holiday. The 
course of prices indicated that few of the 
contracts were lor short accounts. The 
stocks that showed the greatest weakness 
to-day went to indicate that there was 
selling to realize on the desultory buying of 
the last few days. Even so (irmly held a 
stock as Northern Pacific preferred did not 
fully escape this tendency and closed at a 
fraction net loss. Metropolitan Street Rail- 
way also, which advanced very aggressively 
for several days oast, reacted II points and 
rallied rather feebly. Manhattan lost 1% 
of its extreme advance, though it saves a 
fractional net gain. There were other 
points of weakness in the list, including N. 
J. Central, Sugar and National Lead. 
There was a time during the day when the 
market ruled above last night's close, and 
counting from the high point Burlington 
and Omaha declined to the ex tent of a point. 
In fact it was not until the afternoon that 
the general level of the market fell below 
last night's close. It was at that time that 
marked weakness developed in People's 
Gas, resulting in a net decline of two points 
in the price of the stock. Susquehanna 
and Western preferred and Pullman also 
dropped a point at this time. Consolidated 
Gas was dealt in at a price below last night's 
close all day, hut it fluctuated very fever- 
ishly. The extreme decline was 514 points, 
but it rallied over a point from that time. 
The settlement in progress on the London 
Exchange was watched with some interest 
but none of the day's weakness can be at- 
tributed to it, as quotations wore advanced 
in that market and there was buying in this 
market for London account. Probably 
some depression was caused by the charac- 
ter of the rate war which is in progress on 
noma of the Western lines. The general 
news of the clay was without influence on 
the market. 

The Evening Post says ; To-day's stock 
market repeated the dulnessof the past few 
(lavs. It fell to an even lower aggregate of 
lies than that of yesterday and the day 
before, but this was doubtless because of 
the holiday to-morrow. The day's mnrket 
was not wholly inactive, so far as concerned 
the movement of prices, hut the changes 
were so irregular as to reflect nothing be- 
yond a partial closing out ol speculative 
accounts for the rise or fall. 

The Evening Host's financial cable from 
London says : The stock markets here were 
idle to-day. The settlement shows a fairly 
small account hut contangoes were higher 
because of dearer money, which is largely 
caused by the iiank of England's action in 
borrowing from the market. To-day a 
large amount was loaned to the market by 
the bank for a week. Contangoes on Am- 
ericans were about live percent. Bank of 
England stock has risen to 351, the highest 
point over touched. The market for Am- 
ericans opened firm, shares being bought 
here on Secretary Gage's speech in Now 
York last night. They finally closed weak 
on New York oilers of stock. Grand 
Trunks were booming on excellent traffics'. 
The Paris and Berlin markets were quiet.

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WEALTH OF ANCIENTS 

THE ENORMOUS SUMS THEY ACCU- 
MULATED AND SPENT. 


Potentates Who Disposed or Annual In- 
comes Headline Into the Millions— Im- 
mense Works or Art and Skill Carried 
Out by These Itulors. 

It would bo polito fiction to assert 
that everybody who looks upon the 
(.■rent monuments of uutiquity— tho 
I yrnraids or the Colisonm, for example — 
thinks of tho' cost and wonders where 
tho money camo from. But when, by 
chance, a learned person suggests tho 
inquiry only an idiot fails to bo struck 
for a moment. It is bo curious that 
while modern states, with all tho ac- 
cumulated wealth of the antique world 
at their back, and tho treasures of Mexi- 
co, California, Australia, tho Transvaal 
in addition, havo to consider ways and 
means with anxious caro beforo build- 
ing a government office, tho early mon- 
archs raised palaces and temples by tho 
hundred at will. Tho thoughtless have 
a ready explanation — slave labor did it 
all. But, in the first place, tho slaves 
had to be procured somehow — by war or 
purchase — and either means was expen- 
sive. There is a reply to that objection 
equally facile — tho war paid its own 
cost, in loot. But this only leads us n 
step backward. The loot must have been 
enormous, and where did it como from? 
In the second place, thoso slaves had to 
be fed, and, however cheap their ra- 
tions, the sum total most have been im- 
mense when such vast numbers were 
employed. 

But captives of war could only do 
rough work. They might build tho Col- 
iseum or the pyramids, directed by an 
army of skilled craftsmen. But the 
sculpture cf Assyrian palaces, the paint- 
ing of Egyptian temples and tombs, must 
have been effected by artists, probably 
free, or, if slaves, trained at great ex- 
pense. 

When we read that tho city of Dur- 
Sargunu was created cji an empty plain, 
by order of tho king, in eight years, 
standing on a mound of brick 700 acres 
in area, its walls GO feet high, broad 
enough for seven chariots to run abreast, 
and faced with stone, all tho evidence 
is needed to make us credit the story, 
but the marvel becomes far greater 
when we observe the miles of sculptured 
stono that decorated Sargon's palace 
with colossal bulls on each side of ovcry 
doorway. No uupracticed hand carved 
those reliefs. They are tho work of art- 
ists. Were all the sculptors of tho em- 
pire summoned to this task, to bo fin- 
ished in eight years? But tho tonibB of 
private individuals in Egypt must havo 
been painted, at tho cost of the family, 
by masters of tho craft. Animals and 
birds show a skill not to be surpassed. 
We may bo quito sure that work liko 
this was highly paid — by comparison, 
that is, with slavo labor. 

t-o tho question recurs, How much 
gold and silver did theso ancients pos- 
sess? In tho Roman timo men appear to 
have been struck with tho evidence of 
vast w ealth displayed by their predeces- 
sors, such as the Ctcsars could not equa-1. 
But 'they escaped tho difficulty with 
ease by grunting them riches literally 
beyond the dreams of avarice. Br. Ar- 
buthuot, for example, has patiently 
reckoned up tho amount of treasure 
heaped upon tho pilo of Sardanupalus 
by Athenauis, and he finds that it camo 
to £16,953,120,000 in cur money at the 
least, for if a computation which Athe- 
nsous himself suggests be admitted the 
total would be about twice as large. 
After this tho statement of Diodorus — 
that the Pharaohs counted upon a revo- 
nue of £133,000,000 annually from gold 
mines in the Bishari desert and drew 
an equal sum by taxation — is very mod- 
erate. But when the same most valua- 
ble writer — who talked nonsense only 
when ho repeated the words of other 
men — comes to deal with Babylon he 
lets himself go. There was a gold statue 
of Zeus (the Greek assigned his own 
gods to Babylon as usual ) 40 feet high; 
i-f Rhea equally tall, with a lion of 
gold at each knee and silver serpents to 
correspond; Juno weighed 500 talents; 
in front of her was a golden table, 000 
talents, upon which stood two cups, 
u&O talents each, and three bowls, 
1,200, 600 and 000 talents. Theso orna- 
ii.i ills (if a single temple represented 
about £1 1,000,000, and tho building 
was covered with gold plates. 

it Las been calculated that tho statue 
of Nebuchadnezzar mentioned in Daniel 
would be worth £3,500,000; that the 
treasure left by David amounted to 
£150,000,000 in gold, £'^00,000,000 in 
silver, but tho value of tho Hebrew tal- 
ent is doubtful. We arc told that Pyth- 
eus, seemingly a private gentleman Ci 
Phrygia, entertained Xerxes and all bis 
army, "with most sumptuous feasts," 
tct — and then had £4,770,000 left, or, 
as some compute, £3,600,' *0. The talc 
of .Alexander's loot is most wonderfol 
of all, and that is historic. If we enter- 
tain doubts, it is futilu to express them 
when the statements tiro so clear and 
the means of disproving them absent. 
In tho Persian cainp, then, and at Baby- 
lon Alexander secured something like 
£7 0,000,000; at Persapolis, £18 000,- 
BOO; at Pasagurda, a trifle of All), 000,- 
000; at Eehataua, £270,000, 000— say 
£550,000,000. And Darius carried off 
£0,000,000, which his murderers seized. 
— Louden Standard.

THANKSGIVING DAY. 



Thanksgiving Day has been altered 
somewhat from its original character. 
As an annual institution it is of New- 
England origin. It was first observed 
to express the gratitude of the Plymouth 
colonists for the arrival of ships from 
England with provisions. The colony 
had been reduced to terrible straits ; 
death, indeed, stared it in the face, when 
the sails of the relief ships' were seen on 
the horizon. The New England Chronicle 
tells in the quaint language of those days 
how the governor of the colony appointed 
a day, shortly after the ships came in 
and the people had been well fed once 
more, to render thanks to Afmighty God 
because he had not forgotten them in the 
wildernesses of the New World. Days of 
national thanksgiving have been by no 
means confined to America, but we think 
that nowhere elBe have they been recog- 
nized as a regular institution. At first 
the South refused to observe the Puritan 
festival, but later it cams to be as much 
in favor there as anywhere. It is now 
observed in all parts of the United States 
and Canada, but its observance has 
changed very materially from what it 
was in the grim old days of the Puritans. 
For the most part i*; baa become a day 
devoted to sport, and the spirit of thank- 
fulness finds more expression in enjoy- 
ment thau in services of the churches). 
Aa every one knows, throughout the 
Northern States of the American Union, 
the day is principally celebrated by 
family reunions. 

The adoption by Canada of this Am- 
erican institution is in harmony with 
the general Bentiinent of the people, who 
recognize Divine interposition in the 
affairs of nations and men to a very con- 
siderable degree. It is likewise in con 
sonance with the British idea, for it can 
not be denied that the British people are 
essentially Christian. Our national an 
them breathes the sentiment of Divine 
guidance. Every speech made at the 
opening and prorogation of British par- 
liaments and legislatures embodies the 
same thought. Our patriotic poems are 
full of it, In our hours of national crisis 
there is a turning to God. It is em- 
inently fitting therefore that Canadians 
should Bet apart one day in the year 
for a general thanksgiving 

We have in Canada many things that 
should inspire a feeling of gratitude 
Never before have we as a people so felt 
the pulse and thrill of empire. It 
tingleB in the veins like a new life. We 
feel as a peoplo the stronger and the 
nobler because of it. The whole world 
realizes that a change has coino over us 
It is a aourco for profound thankfulness 
that this now national birtli has taken 
place amid the enjoyment of profound 
peace. This fact is unique. Other 
countries have passed through the same 
transformation, but it has been amid the 
travail and misery of war. Most coun- 
tries, indeed we might Bay all countries 
except our own, have only been con- 
solidated by blood and iron. All 
countries, excopt our own, have 
only reached the stature of nationality 
after tens of thousands of their sons 
have laid down their lives on battle- 
fields. Canada, by a remarkable dis- 
pensation of Providenco, became a con- 
federation through the peaceful meat; a 
of legislative action. She extended her 
domains from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
by the Bamo means. She consolidated 
her vast domain by the arts of peace 
alone. Sho has reached a pinnacle of 
national eminence by the way of peace 
only. It is a marvellous record. Diver- 



possible question; and it may be said 
that all has been accomplished without 
the cost of a drop of blood or the shed- 
ding of a tear by widow or orphan over 
those who fell that the country might 
live. We do not overlook tho few small 
exhibitions of (orco that have been ne- 
cessary or the service rendend to the 
Dominion by tho men who have laid 
down their lives in her service; but 
these incidents were more in the nature 
of police duty than anything else. The 
Dominion was conceived in peace, born 
in peace and has grown to manhood in 
peace. Surely we have been bleBeed 
above all people, and if any in all the 
world have cause to praise God from 
whom all blessings flow, the people of 
Canada have. 

If the past iB full of cause for gratitude 
the future seems no Iceb bo. Our country 
appears to have reached a turning point 
in its career. At last its vaBt possibili- 
ties seem to bo appreciated by the world. 
We may look forward with the brightest 
hopes for the fruits of tho great move- 
ment Canada-wards now in progress. 
Our great domain with its infinite variety 
and extent of resources eeeuia to bo 
about to receive the vivifying touch of 
immigration and capital. Lying close 
to the northern limit of successful de- 
velopment, Canada bidB fair to give a 
new and mighty illustration of the law 
of nature that tho createBt perfection is 
reached as the line of northern produc- 
tion is approached. This is true of ani- 
mals and plants, and in view of what 
history tells us of northern races of men, 
it seems to be true of humanity. Cer- 
tainly as Canadians turn their faces from 
the past towards the future they must 
find abundant reason for a deep feeling 
of gratitude. 

How is it with us all personally? It 
goes without saying that all of us have 
not been prosperous this year. Many 
have seen their hopes shattered; many 
have found failure where they seemed 
to have reason to look for success. We 
take very little stock in that cant which 
tellB peoplo to be happy because they 
are not so badly of! as others, or that 
aays wo should congratulate our- 
selves upon the smallest blessings, for 
the reason that the worst that can Imp- 
pen to us ia better than we deserve. 
But we do believe that there ia hard y a 
phaBO of life, not criminal, wherein a 
properly constituted mind cannot find 
cause for gratitude. A day of general 
thanksgiving may be good for the indi- 
vidual by leading him to see how much 
he ia dependent upon thinga not under 
hia control, and if he honestly examines 
the facta of hia own life, he can hardly 
fail to discover how often hia fate, if he 
chooses to call it bo, has been better 
than his fears. A thankful frame of 
mind is a good one to cultivate. Coupled 
with energy it will win success. The 
same Scripture writer who urged men to 
render thanks to God for all tho benefits 
that He had beBtowed, said "Seest thou 
a man diligent in business? He shall 
Btand before kings; he shall not stand 
before mean men." The same teacher 
who exhorted men to be fervent 
spirit, added "diligent in business." 
There is no divorce in the teachings of 
Christianity between thankfulness and 
energy. By thankfulness more than a 
mere expression of gratitude is meant. 
There are some men whose thanks to the 
Almighty mean no more than "yours 
truly" at the end of ' a letter. True 
thankfulness shows itself in action, in 
sharing with others the benefits that we 
nnjoy, in catching inspiration for 
new efforts from past success, 
using what we have and what we are 
for the betterment of our fellows 
and ourselves. Tho unprofitable ser- 
vant who hid his lord's money in the 
earth and Bimply gave it back to him, 
exhibited no gratitude for tho trust re- 
posed to him. So svo eay that as indi- 
viduals the way to show our apprecia- 
tion of the great advantages, with which 
a beneficent Creator has surrounded us, 
is to sot to work to improve them, bear- 
ing ever in mind that we only see in 
part, that the greatest and moBt in- 
fluential of us is only playing a small 
role in a great drama, and that wo have 
done well if we have done right, tho true 
measure of success being not what wo 
have appear to others to have aeconr 
plished, but what we are conscious our' 
solves of having done. For the greatest 
work of mankind is tho building up of 
character.

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THE GOLD AREA. 

A correspondent aska how far east 
from the 1-tlBt meridian the gold area 
extends. We do not know and do not 
think that anyone does. We have Been 
a statement that a party which went 
down tlie great Mackenzie river found 
no gold, or at least very little, on the 
bars of that river , but wo do not know 
if thoy tried the benches and gulches. 
It will bo remembered that some of the 
streams in the Yukon valley give very 
little gold on the bars. In the absence 
of a thorough exploration of the great 
region lying between the 00th parallel 
and the Arctic ocean and east of the 
141at meridian, it is useless to attempt 
to aay how far tho gold area extends. 
There is an area hero that is fully GOO 
mileB in width in the widest part and 
about the same in length from north to 
south. It contains in Canada, west of 
the Mackenzie, about 200,000 Equate 
miles. In no part of it that any person baa 
gone has thore been an entire absence of 
gold. As yet exploration has been con- 
fined to the valleys of a few of the more 
important streamB and to parte only of 
these, and in mostly every case the 
exploration baa been in a very casual 
Bort of way. In view of these facts our 
correspondent will see how hopeless it 
would be for us or any one else to at- 
tempt to fix the eastern limit of the gold 
field.

A story appears in a San Francisco 
paper to the effect that a live mastodon 
has been seen in Alaska by some of the 
natives. The Btory is not new. It ap- 
peared in a Seattle paper about four 
years ago and was given on the authority 
of .t man who said that his brother had 
pone with some Indians in search of an 
animal, which waa described as being aa 
big aB the Hudson's Bay Co.'b Btore, at 
the poet whence they set out. The party 
was said to have traveled for two days 
into the mountains, seeking for the val- 
ley in which the monster lived, but the 
journey was so full of peril that the 
white man abandoned it. Probably thia 
story must bo classed with that one 
which told of the existence of a tribe of 
canibal Indians in the heart of the 
Olympic mountains, to search for whom 
Lord Dunraven planned an expedition 
some eight or ten years ago. MaBtodons 
did live in Alaska in great numbers, but 
there ia no reason to suppose them to be 
now extant. They were not confined to 
AlaBka, but roamed Northern Siberia in 
countless droves. The greatest accumu 
lationa of vertebrate roinaiuB are the 
heaped up boneB of the Siberian mam 
motha, or mastodons. "Islands," says 
Sir CharleB Lyell, "are made up of these 
crowded bones." The date when they 
perished cannot be approximated in 
years, but the fact that in many cases 
their frozen flesh has been found in per 
feet preservation, indicates that they met 
their death suddenly and from cold. 



The Kootenaian directs attention to 
an evil resulting from the destruction of 
forest by fire. It eayB that the abBence 
of trees leads to snowslidee. There is 
no doubt of this. Indeed, there is no 
doubt that tho destruction of mountain 
forests may very materially affect the 
fi'tiire of Kootenay, which depends to a 
very considerable extent upon the vol- 
ume and regularity of the water supply 
in the rivers. If the forests are destroy- 
ed, not only will tho bhow slide down in- 
to the valleys, but it will go of! with a 
rush in the spring, and there will be no 
great reserve of moisture to keep the 
streams full during the summer. We 
are glad that our contemporary has 
spoken of this matter, and would liko to 
see it come forward with a practical sug- 
gestion aa to how the evil can be best 
dealt with. Tho subject is a difficult 
one to handle, but it may not be found 
impossible to devise a remedy. Certain- 
ly prospectora and others, by being care 
fill about extinguishing fires, could do a 
great deal towards reducing tho amount 
of mischief annually wrought. 



The Inland Sentinel asks if the Colon- 
ist will admit that the failure of the 
provincial government to open the North 
Hiding of Yale haa retarded tho develop 
ment of gold mining there. We see no 
reason why we should not, with the 
qualification that it waa not in the power 
of the government to do everything at 
once. The same thing is true of Cariboo, 
Omineca and other places. But it does 
not lie in our contemporary's mouth to 
make this complaint against tho govern- 
ment, for it aays that the government's 
policy haa done Kootenay no good. What 
use would there havo been in extending 
to the North Riding of Yale a policy that 
wag no good whoro it waa applied?

This latter iatbefirBtof its kind to be 
established in Kootenay and we may 
well hope for its succeas. 

In addition to this comes the welcome 
news that the Hall mineB will presently 
pay a dividend. It ia only to be at the 
rate of per cent, but aa many of the 
local shareholders bought in at $2,50 or 
leBB the return will be a handsome ono. 
Further we hear rumors of an interim 
dividend of 5 per cent. The Hall mines 
never did rush incontinently in without 
first trying the ground. It is aa well to 
proceod cautiously in paying dividends 
as it ia in erecting BinelterB. 

The Dundee at Ymir has aleo joined 
the list of shippers and with the Atlia 
basca forms the fourth of these desirable 
properties. It has been tho habit of 
some people to look upon Noleon only aa 
a commercial, not as a mining centre 
They mttat change their ideas.— NoIbou 
Miner.

Collector Milne and his private office 
stall' have during several months past 
been busily engaged in the preparation 
of statiaticB relating to the riae and fall 
of the British Columbia Bealing indua 
try, a highly important though a monot 
onous taBk, the end of which does not 
yet appear in view. The greater part of 
this statistical in'oi mation has been for 
the use of the government in connection 
with the late conference at Washington 
and the proposals resultant therefrom, 
but full particulars have also been in de- 
mand concerning the seizure in 1891 by 
the RuBBians of the schooners Willie Me- 
Gowan and Ariel, with the subsequent 
imprisonment of their crews. These un- 
lucky vessels, as the majority of Vic- 
torians will remember, were made pris- 
oners by the cruiser Zabiaka while 
hunting on the Asiatic Bide, the fault 
alleged against them being that of in- 
vading the Russian territorial zone. 
Later evidence fully proved the truth of 
the sealing skippers' contention, that 
they were well outsideof the danger line, 
and thereupon Russia honestly admitted 
a fault and offered substantial compensa- 
tion. The McGowau's owner is William 
Moore, of North Sydney, C.B., while the 
Arial was the property of a local syndicate 
compoaed largely, or entirely, of em- 
ployees of the C. P. N. Co. No time 
was lost in the preaentation of claims 
for all interested in either vessel, and 
these requests for indemnity aggregated 
in the neighborhood of $00,000. The 
Russian authorities have now offered an 
immediate settlement at something over 
.$40,000, which at all events indicates an 
intention of fair dealing and affords an 
excellent object lessun for consideration 
by Uncle Sam. Whether even more 
than this will be given, depends pre- 
sumably upon the showiug made by the 
Canadian government upon the facts as 
presented through Collector Milne. 
Whatever may be said of Russia's greed 
in national matterB orof her procrastina- 
tion in yielding the claims of other 
nations, she enjoys the reputation of 
being a very fair creditor of foreign indi- 
viduals, and the Ariel and McGowan 
people may count therefore upon 
receiving full satisfaction. Their 
case is a very peculiar one inas- 
much as the commande of the 
Beizing cruiBer Zabiaka was subsequently 
discovered to have been insane at the 
time of the schooners' arreBt — hence the 
action. Of course he was none the less 
the servant of the Czar, and for that 
reason Russia promptly proffers com- 
pensation to those Buffering loas and in- 
dignity through him. In reference to 
the proposal of the Washington confer- 
ence for a general cessation of seal killing 
for an entire Beason, nothing has been 
heard by the sealers here save what has 
been contained in the press despatches. 
No government would ask its people to 
abandon their legitimate business opera- 
tions for a year without providing 
adequato compenaation. And this be- 
ing given, vessel owners will have no ob- 
jection whatever to the holiday pro- 
posed. The only oneB who may auil'er 
are the hunters and seamen who have 
heretofore depended upon the Bealing for 
their bread and butter. The Indians 
will especially feel the closed season— 
the whites can go to the Klondyke. 

HARBOR PIRATES ONCE AGAIN. 

Once more the harbor pirate is busy 
among the vessels of the scaling fleet at 
winter anchorage. Several have recently 
been visited and locks broken, with how- 
ever no reward to the thieves. Among 
the vessels thus overhauled are the 
Annie E. Paint and the Vera, l>»th oper- 
ated by E. B. Marvin & Co. Tt at firm 
has made it a point to thoroughly Btrip 
ita vesaela for the winter and breaking 
into thoir cabins will in every case prove 
a bootless task. For the satisfaction of 
their curiosity in this respect, and to 
save the breaking of locks and doors, 
would be thieves are invited tocnllat 
the office and obtain keys during busi- 
ness hours.

THE " QUADRA " HOME AGAIN. 

The D.G.S. Quadra returned from her 
fishery cruise to Clayoquot aound yes 
terday evening, Captain Walbran 
having made a thorough investigation 
into all complaints which have reached 
the department about the Indians in 
that vicinity not complying with the 
fishery laws of the Dominion. A danger 
to navigation in Ucluclet harbor waB 
located during the cruise, a spar being 
removed on the rock in Browning 
passage, Clayoquot sound, and the 
southern channel of Browning pasaage 
Bounded and examined, so that vessels 
need not for the future use the danger 
ous northern passage in which is the 
rock marked by the buoy. With the 
exception of one heavy gale experienced 
the day of leaving Victoria, Captain 
Walbran reports the weather on the 
WeBt CoaBt, bb far as viBited by the 
Quadra, clear and fair. 

MARINERS MUST OBSERVE. 

It has been reported to the resident 
agent of the marine and fisheries depart 
ruent that many of the small freight 
steamers and tugs do not observe when 
under way article 10 of the rules con- 
cerning lights. Captain Gaudin for the 
information of all vessels navigating 
these waters begs therefore to quote the 
following: Article 10, "A vessel which 
is being overtaken by another vessel 
shall show from her stern to such last 
mentioned vessel a white light or a flare- 
up light." 

MARINE NOTES. 

Carrying cordwood from the shores of 
Saanich arm or from Sidney island at 
preBent conatitutea the chief employ- 
ment of the smaller members of the har- 
bor ateam fleet, the steamers Sadie and 
Alert being thus engaged almost continu- 
ously. To provide this cordwood a very 
considerable area is being cleared— but 
unfortunately very little of it ia good 
agricultural land.

AN ENGINEER'S VIEW. 

A French Mining Man Considers the West 
Coast Mineral Prospects Very 
Encouraging. 

M. L. Chevrillon, a Parisian mining 
engineer who represents French and 
New York capital, is at theDriard. He 
has just returned from visiting Alberni, 
Heequoit, Clayoquot, Sidney Inlet, An 
derson Lake and other portions of the 
West CoaBt mining districts. As are 
most skilled mining men, M. Chevrillon, 
in speaking of what he has seen, ex- 
presses himself very conservatively, and 
consequently when he yesterday said he 
was very well pleased with the look of 
the country, it means much more than 
the somewhat extravagant expressions 
sometimes used by unskilled men. M. 
Chevrillon visited the Alberni Consoli 
dated, and though he did not spend 
much time there ho said that he believ- 
ed that the property was being 
opened in a workmanlike way, and 
he considered it looked very well. 
Geologically speaking, the West Coast 
district promised better for good quart/, 
veins than some of the districts on the 
mainland, but what was needed was 
that the ore bodies should have develop- 
ment work done on them to show them 
up properly. The men with prospects 
Bhould keep their courage up, stay with 
the ore and open up their claims. Of 
course, as in otner mining camps 
the world over, not by any 
means every prospect meant fja 
mine but from the outlook it appeared 
to him that as-favorable a proportion of 
mines would eventually be found there 
as in other places. For the amount of 
work already done ho considered the 
showing as good aa in many other 
camps that have since turned out suc- 
cesses. 

This from a man of Mr. Chevrillou's 
experience iB certainly encouraging for 
the future of West CoaBt mining.

A Taconia Investor on the Great 
Deposits of Copper ou the 
West CoaBt. 



Alberui Continues to Make Steady 
Progress— Particulars of Latest 
Operations. 



Among the pasaengera from the West 
Coast yesterday was Col. Robert Win- 
gate of Tacoma, who haB been making 
his second viait to Clayoquot and other 
parte of the coast with a view to getting 
a general insight into the mining proa- 
pecta of that part of the island. While 
courteously willing to apeak of his trip, 
Col. Wingate was not very anxious to 
speak for publication, still the men who 
were endeavoring to open up the new 
mining diatrictB were very good fellows, 
trying to do the best they were able with 
the limited means at their disposal, and 
as it might do them some good he would 
give hia idea of the country. 

On Anderson lake and Snag basin, 
tributaries to Alberni canal, there are 
some very fair prospectB aa well aa 
near Ucbukleeett which iB in the vi- 
cinity. The ore which is a aulpbide of 
iron carrying copper, runa from G per 
cent to 20 per cent in copper and 
some of it gold, Near Namint there 
are one on two propertiea, which are 
fair prospectB assaying from 10 to 20 
per cent in copper, the ore being of 
the same character as that at An- 
derson lake. 

On Deer creek one of the tributaries of 
Clayoquot at the south end there have 
been some very fair prospects found, 
by Crow & Teea which may aaaay from 
20 to 25 per cent, ia copper. There are 
any number of prospects included in 
Bear river and all the inlet between 
Deer creek and Sidney inlet, andvarioaB 
places between, a distance of 40 milea, 
where the ore runa along in some caaeB 
very nearly parallel with the coast and 
crops out here and there, and also as far 
as Heaquoit lake, whore the ore belt 
crosses the upper end of the lake. At this 
lake, seven m ilea magnetic due north from 
Anton's store at Hesquoit harbor, the 
coppsr ore croeaea and ia 8imilar to and 
an extension of the same lode as at 
Sidney inlet. The capping is of the 
same character, but very little work ha8 
been done, the capping being hardly 
pierced. What work has been done, 
however, shows that the capping ia 
identical with that at Sidney inlet. Not 
enough work has been done, however, to 
develop the value of the find with any 
certaintv as to eitherquantity or quality. 

Col. Wingate waa told by partiea who 
had been there that the extension of the 
same lead is found at Nootka, on the 
South Arm of Quatsino sound. Ho waa 
shown Bamplea from there that indicate 
the ore to be similar to that found on 
Barclay sound. ThiB would ahow that 
the samo belt can be traced for some- 
thing like 100 miles. 

" Of course it haB yet to be proved by 
actual development," said Col. Win- 
gate, " os to whether the lode 
ia continuous and will produce 
suflicient quality and quantity to 
make it pay. The prevailing rock near 
the ore belt ia diorite with many, very 
many intruaions of lime stone." 

So far nearly all the work that has 
been done ia assessment work, Colonel 
Wingate says, with the exception of the 
development work now being done by 
the people who have bonded the Jones 
and Kincard property at Sidney inlet. 

MINES OF THE WEST COAST. 

Mr. George Brown Reports What Is Being 
Done on the Various Properties. 

Steady and continuous progress in the 
development of the mineral sections of 
Alberni is reported by Mr. George 
Brown, who returned yesterday morning 
from that portion of the province in 
which he is bo faithful a believer. Gold, 
silver, copper, lead and iron — all have 
their place in Alberni, and the gold and 
copper alone are likely soon to establish 
the district as one of the best to invest 
in of any section of the West, Referring 
to the recent developments at the West 
Const mines Mr. Brown says: 

"The Regina Group, on Douglas 
mountain and opposito the Missing 
Link, has been bonded to the Alberni 
Development Syndicate, who are now 
working it, with prospects that are de- 
cidedly encouraging, so much eo that 
the bond will in all probability be taken 
up and the property pass into the pos- 
session of the syndicate for a cash con- 
sideration during the next thirty days. 

"At the head of C'dna creek, the 
Golden Eagle, owned by an English 
company that ia represented by Mr 
Newton of Victoria, is looking well as 
work proceeds, the mine showing at 
present a six-foot vein, and indications 
being on the whole so favorable that ar- 
rangements have been made for working 
it all winter. The Smith brothers are 
opening a promising claim on Yellow- 
atone creek, which ahowB a four-foot 
vein, with ore very similar to that of the 
Alberni. 

"Four highly attractive copper pro- 
positions carrying gold and silver are 
being developed at Green's Cove by Mr. 
Bainbridge'a syndicate, who hns a full 
crew (of three shifts) at work. These 
men are are all from Australasia, and 
f jrm the vnnguard of a numerous min- 
ing population that may be looked for 
from that quarter within the next year 
or two. The Eureka group at the head

According to preaent arrangementB it 
is the intention to next take up the re- 
maining points on the south Bide of the 
Lower Eraser and the upper country, or 
Alberni and Nanoose, which will com- 
plete the round of meetingB in the insti- 
tute diatrictB. 

The apeakera have everywhere been 
well received, and whilat the farmers 
generally are of the opinion that auch a 
measure aa the Farmers Institute Act ia 
in the higheBt degree desirable, and the 
formation of institutes under it of the 
greatest benefit to the interests of the 
agricultural interests of the province, it iB 
evident that a want of confidence in 
themselveB existB very largely amongat 
the farmers, showing the great want of 
educational aseociationa such aa the 
Institutes Act provides for in order that 
confidence in their own qualifications as 
educators of each other may be estab- 
lished — and for the removal of those 
jealousies and the want of unanimity 
which it is acknowledged exiBta to ancli 
an extent as to have rendered all ellbrts 
at cooperation in the past for their 
mutual benefit quite nugatory. 

The example of Ontario where the 
greatest degree of success has attended 
the Institute Byatem, was of courBe 
pointed out, and it was shown that 
whereas the same state of mind existed 
amongst the farmerB of that province 
when institutes were first started in 1S83 
and this growth waa at first Blow, the 
system has now attained such propor- 
tions consequent upon the removal of all 
local and political jealousies that it has 
become a matter of difficulty for the 
superintendent to provide a suflicient 
number of apeakera who are qualified to 
hold their own in discussion with local 
men and women. The effect also in the 
great increase in production and facili- 
ties for marketing consequent upon the 
adoption of cooperative principles baa 
been phenomenal. 

There are many, of course, who are 
sufficiently public-spirited and disinter- 
ested to join together in forming insti- 
tutes immediately, and several petitiona 
are now being prepared in accordance 
with the provisions of the act, and it ia 
hoped and believed that the example 
will soon be followed by the majority of 
the farmers of the province. 

Mr. Anderson reports very inclement 
weather during hia tour. A great deal 
of rain fell, accompanied in some in- 
stances by snow, which latter fell to the 
depth of two inches in some places. The 
rain waB not altogether unwelcome to the 
fanners as it enabled steamers to reach 
points and remove produce which the 
previoua low stage of the water had pre- 
vented. The Fruser rose about live feet 
in twenty-four hours at Chilliwack last 
week but it iB now receding very rapidly. 

THOSE SMALL HOLDINGS. 

To the Editor: — Your correspondent 
" G.S." in this morning's paper, by the 
advocacy of " small holdings," struck 
the true key-note of the march towards 
the increased population required and 
the prosperity of British Columbia. He 
lays down his premises calmly and 
wisely when ho claims that " a virtuous 
and industrious peasantry gives the 
moral and physical stamina upon which 
life and progress of the race depend." 
It will require many plans and details to 
secure and locate such settlers; without 
them, however, the population required 
to make this province prosperous cannot 
bo obtained. Unfortunately, under the 
present provincial colonization policy, 
there appears but little hope of making 
the necessary progress. 

It was in order to advance or intro 
due > this mode of settlement that I ap- 
plied for a temporary reserve along a 
portion of the land granted to the S tic- 
keen & TeBlin Railway Company, so that 
the colonization branch of that company 
might asBiBt aettlerB by granting free to 
them alternate small holdings, and if 
neceBaary, assist them by making a start 
in their new homeB by aiding in the 
erection of dwellings, etc. The chief 
commissioner of landa and works, how- 
ever, put a veto on my good intentions, 
and refused to grant any reserve ; thus 
abutting off this rare opportunity from 
a probable large number of valuable 
Bottlers arid leaving the door open for a 
host of speculators, who grabbed each 
from 640 acres of land downwards. It 
will be interesting to analyse the names 
of those applicants to aee how many of 
them are likely to become bona fide
